Illegal Tax on Brewers, 

It may not be uninteresting to onr 
brewers to know what baa beea de- 
cided in other provinces on the sub- 
ject of Municipal taxation with regard 
to them. We therefore give below 
the head-notes of two cases, decided 
in Ontario. A brewer, licensed as 
such, by the Government of Canada, 
under 31 Vic. C 8 D, requires no li- 
cense under the tavern and shop li- 
cense act of Ontario, 32 vie 32 SI, 
as amended by 33 Vio 28, for selling 
nlo manufactured at his brewery. 
AVlictbLi' the statute, it applicable to 
licoiised brewers would have been 
within the power of the provincial 
legislation, was a question raised but 
not decided.— Regina vs. Scott, 3i'2, 
B 20. ihe Dominion authority alone 
has power to tux and vogulate the 
trade of a brewer, which is a branch 
of trade aud commerce, and having 
done so the Outario legislature has 
not tbo power to reslraln it, unlesa lu a 
(luiiiiriod manner ana for the mere pur- 
poses of police. — Kegiua va Tuylor. The 
proUibitioii to havo, keep or Bell beer by 
a brewer, uiile.ss uiuler a lieecse, and tlio 
payment of a tax for a license, is uii I'x- 
ces8 of power by the provincial uuthonty 
and is a restraint and regulation of trade 
aud commerce, and not the oxerci»t) (if a 
police power, <tc. The restriction im- 
posed by the Ontario Ifgishiture on brew 
era not to sell by retail as dplinccl by tiio 
act of 187-1 is not ultra virea because, it is 
a more repetition and renewal of tbo 
legislation which was in force hero beforo 
and at the time of Confederation. Tbo 
right conferred on the Ontario legislature 
to deol eiolusiyo with shop, saloon, tav- 
ern, auctioneer, aud other licenses for the 
purpose of revenue, does not extend to 
the licenses on brewers and distillor.s, 
over which the General Government only 
and ot all times exercised jurisdiction, 
and which are of a higher and difi'ereul 
class than the licenses of retail dealers, 
which are mentioned ; and the "other li- 
censes" havo reforonce to those kinds of 
licenses before stated, such as on billiard 
tables, livery stablea. &c., which are 
nhiefly enumerated in municipal acts. 
If the Ontario legislature has a right to 
license or prohibit the sale of liquors in 
shops and taverns, and in other places of 
the like kind, because it has the exclusive 
powor over municipal institutions, and 
these iUBlitutions had before and at the 
time of Confederation the exercise of 
these powers ; and because such puwors, 
read in connection with sec. 92, sub s. 1(3 
of the Confederation Act, is now a matter 
of "merely looal or private nature in 
the province", that power is a restraint 
of trade as well as a matttir of police 
The general registration of trade and 
oommerce. which is vested in the Do- 
minion Government, must be considered 
to be modified by the powers which the 
Ontario legislature, noting in relation to 
municipal institutions, may properly ex- 
ercise. 

Why British Columbia was Denied 
Oompensation. 

The Liniment Brigade have been in 
dustriously circulating through Victo- 
ria Di.strict that the Opposition to the 
Local Government are opposed to de- 
manding compensation from Canada 
for the non-commencement of Rail- 
way work in this Province. To this 
charge wo give a flat denial. To the 
Government — and to the Government 
alone— attacboH the odium of not bav- 
in" long ago presented a Hlatcinent of 
our claims againnt Canada. Do you 
want the proof? Well, here it is from 
the Journals of tlie Plouse of 1873-74: 

D.\MAGtS. 

Mr. Smitbe moved that whereas the 
Dominion Government have not ful 
filled the contract entered into with 
this Province, iu uwt having commenc- 
ed the construction of the Canailiun 
Pueiiic Railway ; and whereas the peo- 
ple of this ProMnce, particularly tlmt 
portion resident on the Ea.st Coast t,', 
vaucouver Island.have iu conHCijuence 
suffered a larue amount of injury. 

i3e it tlu-icforo Resolved, That a re- 
f,>,<-c,tlul iiddicbs bo presented to Uis 
Honor the Lieut. -Governor, prayinj^ 
th.it he will oausu to be i)roneiiled to 
the Doniiiaou Ooveriunent a claim foi 
mdemoilioatiou for losses su.-itaincil, 
ilnectly or indirectly, by the people of 
tliib rroviiice up to the date of preHcn- 
iiition; and that he cause to be]n-cHent 
fld a farther deliiiitt claim for a cor- 
ttiin per dieni ullowaiico for demur- 
rage fyr every day the Dominion Gov- 
arnment shall thereafter still delay the 
commencement of said Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway. 

Mr. Smithesaid that tbo Dominion 
Govoruinont had failed in tb(;ir duty 
and broken tbo Terms of Union, and 
in moving for the claim of indemnili- 
catiou he wished the Canadian Govern- 
ment to understand that we thorough- 
ly understood our position and that 
v/e o.\pcct(;d them to act up to tho 
treaty. Having HUMtaiued a loan by the 
inaction of tliu Canadian Govornmi'iit, 
we were entitled to compensation, 
and it was our duty to lay claim to a 
Stim-bf money in compensation. 

Mr. Bunster seconded. 

The preamble and resolution de- 
manding compcnaatiou were sneered 
and laugliod at I)y Mv. Walkom and 
his coUoaguoH. Dr. Ash wont ko far 
as to move the previous quo,'<tiou 
which practically closed debate and 
tilled the ro.-iuliUion. At tlie ingenl. 
rofjUQHl of Mr. Walkcm, liowover, Dr. 
Ash withdrew bis motion to allow I\lr. 
Walkem to rise in his place and ridi- 
cule the whole question of couipensa- 
Xioh. He concluded by moving th© 



previous ([uoHtion, which was carried. 
Tbns way compeu.yation delayed, if 
not lost forever, iu this Proviiicn by 
the action of Mr. Walkem aud biw 
Government.

FitoM the English journals wo lourn 
that some ingenious German experiment- 
er has succeeded in solidifying, so to 

spoak, tho national beverage of tho coun- 
try. Tho boor drinkor may, it is said, 
carry about his favorite brand in his 
pocket, just as be might, if he choso, 
carry about a seidlitz powdor. At a pub- 
lic exhibition given in Frankfort this in- 
ventor^ixed a small portion of brownish 
powder in a glass of water and produced 
a drink which oven the exjiorts who 
abound in Frankfort could not distin- 
guish from tho contents of their own 
casks. ITo assume that tho drink thus 
I)roducod is free from tho highly intoxi- 
cating properties which are known to lie 
in the lager of commerce, and it is there- 
fore permitted us to hope that the ac- 
counts are not exaggerated. Tho powder, 
wo aro told, can bu suKl at 12 cents an 
ounce, which amount suflices to produce 
a gallon of beer. Moreover, by moans of 
slight changes in compounding the pre- 
paration, any kind of beer or ale may bo 
imitated to perfection. Instead, there- 
fore, of going to tho nearest gin-mill for 
his potations, the thirsty soul will walk 
to the driiil;iug fountain, shako a few 
grains of powiler into tho cup, till up with 
nature's own beverage, and, having satis- 
fied his tliii st, will return soberly to his 
daily occunation. 

This vi;.vk the Postal Telegraph De- 
partment in (iroat Britain will incur o 
loss of £208,000, and the conclusion is 
that tho business has been overdone. 
Tho sending of iiress dispatches all o\oi 
tho kingdom at one hundred words for a 
shilling, and of private dispatches at 
twenty words for tho same sum, togethor 
wilh the establislmieiit of :!,(')02 now offi- 
ci-s,has overstraineil tho present demands 
of tho service. Some changes aro to bo 
made which it is hoped will make the 
systciin self-supporting, or more nearly so. 
It i") found that a shilling message, nomi- 
nally of twenty words, actually avorngos 
forty-three words, tho surplus consisting 
of the address aiitl of words known as 
"service instructions" written by tho 
operator. 'J'lie Department is now jjre- 
fiari.ig a system of abbroviatious which 
will {jroatly relievo tho wires, and pur- 
poses, moreover, adopting wiiut ia known 
as the "word system." That is, one word 
will co:-iL only one-twentieth of what 
twenty wor<ls cost, but tho addr(!S3 and 
signature must bo paid for. Naturally 
this will tend to reduce the length of mes- 
sages, and favor the use of such initials 
and abbreviations as may be possible. 

T»R English Wosleyans, the laymen in 

jiarticular, aro urging tho revival of tho 
old ordiM' of cinuiit preaehors, freed from 
tho round of circuit duties— a body of 
evougolists, in other words, who can be 
'•lot loose upon tho country, with a rov- 
ing commission to preach tlio gosjiol in 
streets and louea and in barns and cot- 
tages."

Do you not seo that if tho 
money was our property, no act was ne-

Having shown that Mr. Walkem has 
traded on your supposed credulity, fel- 
low electors, allow mo to make an extract 
from "An Act to authorize the advance 
of a certain suu to tho Province of Brit- 
ish Columbio for the construction of a 
Graving Dock at Esqniraalt and for other 
purposes," which wa.s passed by the Can- 
adian Parliamont in INIay, 187t, two 
months and moro subsequent to the date 
of the ))assago of tho Act by the British 
Columbia Legislature from whioh wo 
have made tho quotation given above:

to tho Province to repay them to Canada, 
on such notice, in such sums and on such 
other conditions as the Dominion Gov- 
ernment and that of the Province may 
agree upou;(Oiiy amount so j-e.puid bein<) 
dediictiul from tin' debt of tita I'rovtiic- in 
riii'cii liiliiii/ till! siibsidi/ jiin/iil/lc to it." 

Observe, Electors of Victoria District, 
tho words "Such advances to be deem- 
ed additions to the debt of the Province." 
If you wore to mortgage your farms or to 
borrow money on any security whatever, 
tliG sums you thus recoivod would become 
part of your indebtedness. You ou-c tho 
amount that you borrow, and, of course, 
you have to pay interest thereon. 

Now, then, the Attorney General has 
told you that Canada is a fraud, a cheat, 
a robber. Ho has said that sho is seeking 
to avoid the payment of her just debt, 
(viz. the railway) to this Province, and 
he has imi)lorod you to save tho country 
by continuing him and his colleagues in 
l)Owcr for four years longer. With such 
a character, oud assuming that ho has 
rightly estimated her character, do you 
imagine for a moment that yen are going 
to borrow .^900, 000 from her without pay- 
ing for it V Are you so unsophisticated in 
business matters as to beliovo that so 
hard a mother as Canada is renorted to 
bo will GIVE you 8900,000, or even allow 
you to BORROW that amount, without 
demanding a quid pro quo in return ? 

Suppose, now, that Canada (and from 
w hat Mr. Walkem has told you you mast be 
prepared to believe any atrocity possible) 
should charge yon interest on tho $?900,- 
t)OU at the rate of 5 per cent, por annum. 
That would amount to S15,0(J0. Add 
that to tho 5?15,00() which you 
would lose by borrowing tho money, and 
you have a clear loss of §90,000 por an- 
num to deduct from your already meagre 
revenue ! How would the deficit, then, 
you oak, bo mado up ? By taxing your 
houses, your farm-buildings, your lands, 
your stock, your implements ! There ia 
no other re?ourco. 

But, gontlemon, I will look at the 
(question from its most favorable stand- 
point and assume that Canada, "Our 
Common Enemy," has consented to lend 
us tho largo sum v.-ithout charging any 
interest upon it. Wo should still owo her 
^fOOO.OOO, and when wo go to her uexA 
spring to demand compensation for delay 
in railway work, what would she natu- 
rall.y suy to us? "Pay me back the 
S906,000 you borrowed of me and I will 
treat with you for compensation." "Oh !" 
British Columbia will exclaim, "That was 
a gift. Vou can't put that as an offset !" 
And Canada will turn to her statute 
book and show you these words : "Suck 
iidvdncea lo ha deemed tiddilions lo lha debt 
of the Province," and will renew her de- 
maud for tho S900,000. You may threaten 
to rebel or to sooede, but >/ou will not be 
iib/c. to do citlifr : because the moment you 
talk of rebellion your credit in the 
mouoy-uiarkets of the world would be at 
an end. You couldn't p.ay back the §900,- 
000, for no quo in his senses would lend 
a sis-peuno to a dissaffected Province. 

Gentlemen, have I mado the case o!ear 
to you ? I feel I have striven to put it 
fairly and without prejudice to your un- 
derstanding, And I ask you wiiose all, 
in common with mine, is in this Province; 
who havo families of little ones growing 
up around you ; who liavo hewn furmp< 
out of dense forests of undergrowth — to 
pause and reflect before you oast a vote 
in favor of a Qovornmont tixat, on ono 
hand tells you Canada is not to bo 
trusle'd, and on Iho other ]n-oposus to 
borrow lU'arly one million of dollars from 
hor.
